Federal 
control was based upon the taxing 
pow’er of the government, but the 
suprem e court beld the law uncon­ 
stitutional and an attem pt by con­

regulatory feature* of the law’, but 
asserting jurisdiction under its pow­ 
er to regulate interstate commerce.

(By the Associated Press) 
PARIS, April 16.— The American 
room a t the famous Invalides, built 
by Louis XIV and used by Napol­ 
eon to house his invalided soldiers, 
which was dedicated today, repre­ 
sents an effort to have in France 
an enduring record of the contribu­ 
tions of United States to the great 
war. And, true to American ideals 
and conceptions those who have a r­ 
ranged the American hall paid par­
